Whether we line, we line unto the Lord, and whether 
we die,we die unto the Lord: whether we line therefore 
or dye,we are the Lords. 


Y e wiſe King Salomon, in the Booke of 
GY his ſacred Rerractarions; if I may ſo 
8 call them, I meane his Booke-of.Ec. 
; Clefiaſtes, hauing once fully deſeribed 
the deceiucable vanities of this de- 
ceiuing and vnconſtant world, and plainly ſhewed 
that all worldly proſperity is bur vanity, and that 
all which the world promiſeth.are but a few flaſhes 
of deceiucable comforts, begins at laſt to deride 
the profane, ſenſuall, and vnſan&ified affeions of 
thoſe men,thar ſet their onely hopes in the things 
of this life as if there were not a God aboue, thar 
would one day call them to a ſtrict account. VWher: 
fore conſidering that there arc no contentments in 
this life, though neuer ſo many in number, .chough 
| as; neuer 
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Luk.16.15. 


Efay 55.8. 
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neuerſo potent, and neuer fo much exempted'from 
a mixture of diſcomforts in our owne perſwaſion, 
that can bring vs any farther in the way to heauen, 
then toour dearh-beds or our graues; yea, confide- 
ring, as the Holy-Ghoſt teacheth ys, Luk. 16.15.thar 
Thoſe things which are highly eſteemed among 
men, are abomination in the ſight of God: and thar 
asthe Prophet Eſay witnefſerh,Eſay 55.8. that His 
thoughts are not our thoughts, neither are his wayes 
our wayes : therefore forſaking, renouncing, diſal- 
lowing, and diſclayming the ioyes of men, and all 
truſt in worldly comforts, that haue their furtheſt 
expiration at our departure from this world: let 
vs not ſuffer our ſelues tobeflattered with ſecurity, 
nor our eyes to be blinded with falſe deluſions ; bur 
let vs be carefull to regard, &hauer aboue all 
things.as true ſeruants of our Maſter ChriR, to-liue 


in his feare, that we may dye in his loue : for, as the 


Apolſtlefaithiin the ver np immediatly bef 

the Text, None of vs liverh co fimiſelfe.and no man 
dyeth to himſclfe. Thats as much to fay, both in 
thelife'of nature,and in the lifeof grace , men linc 
not vnto themſclues; butvato'God ; that is , as D70- 
nyſizes Carth. comments vpon that place, Nop adate. 
rium propriam, ſed ad eloriam & laudem Dei, tanquant 
4d vitinium finen; : that is, Men line both in nawwre 
and.in grace , not to or for their owne properand 
peculiar glory , but vnto the praiſe and glory of 
God, as to the chiefeſt end of lining. Andagame, 
as touching death, there he ſaith: No'mandyeth t6 
himfelfe, thats, to his ownepraile; bur tothe plo- 


ry of God, inas auchas the ſoules of Gods feruanits 


being once ſeparated fromehe gi hor _ 
glorifie 
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glorifie the name of God withour ceaſing, in the 
heauenly Kingdome, world without end. 

The reaſon of this Afertion the Apoſtle addeth 
inthe next verſe, which are the words of my Texr, 
ſaying, For whether we line, we line unto the Lord, and 
whether we dye, we dye unto the Lord; whether wee line 
therefore or aye, we are the Lords, Which' words of 
the Apoſtle are as much to ſay ; Among the focie- 
tics of men, no ſeruant is ſo much his maſters.as we 
that are Chriſtians are feruants vto Chriſt , who 
hath bought vs with a price, neither of gold nor fil- 
ner, but with the precious price of his owne blood. 
Now therfore as a ſeruant,ithe liue,he liuethnor for 
his owne, or other mens aduantage;bur for the pro- 
fit of his Maſter: Or if he dye, the gaine orloſſe is 
not to himſelfe or orhers, but to his Maſter only. So 
all we that arethe feruants of our Lord and Maſter 
Chriſt, if we liue, we live vnto his praiſe, or if wee 
dye, wee dye vnto his glory : ſo that Chriſt onely, 
and none bur Chrift, hath power vpon vs while we 
liue, and powerouer vs alſo when we are dead; as 
one that hath not onely created vs out of nothing, 
ſill gouerned by his providence , bur alſo for our 
faluation hath giuen both his life and death. 

To proceed to ſome diuiſion of theſe words; af 
rer that the Apoſtle,in the beginning of this Chap- 
ter, haning firft made adiftribytion of the Romane 
Church , which in thoſe dayes was nor Antichri- 
ſtian , as now its, into two Gees of men; the one 
firme , the other weake , diſputing of the nature of 
things indifferent; he giaeth commandement con- 
cerning ſactvthings , how rthoſathar are ſtronger, 
fhal behaverh lues againſt che weaker yo 

where,

where by the ſkronger Chriſtians, he meariethiſuch, 


as well vnderſtanding the Chriſtian liberty , were 


firmely perſwaded', that in good conſcience the 

mighr-omir the ceremoniall obſeruance of Moſes 
Law. By the weaker ſort of brethren, he vnderſtand- 
eth. thoſe, that although they belecucd in Chriſt as 
their onely.Sauiour, yet were ignorant of this, that 
by his comming all ceremonies were done away, 
and that ſo themſelues were freed from the obſer- 
uance any moreof theceremonialllaw ; and there- 
fore obſerued ſtill among them an obſeruation of 
the difference of dayes and meartes: or ifat any time 
they negleed or omitted:them , they did it with a 
weake conſent , anda doubting conſcience. Here- 
upon, thoſe that well vnderſtood the Chriſtian li- 
berty, deſpiſed thoſe others, and vſed the liberty of 
certaine meates, whereby they were an offence vnto 
thoſe weaker ones. And of the other ſide.the weaker 
ſore. condemned the reſt as profane men, and con- 
temners of the Law of God. S.Pas! therefore,a ſer- 
uant of Chriſt,by his condition, and an Apoſtle cal- 
led of God, by Gigniry , as hee witneſlethy of him, 
Rom. 1.1. ſe commendanao, faith one, non ad ofteniſio- 
nem, ſed ad reprimendam Romanorum ſuperbiam & ar- 
rozantiam : Commending himſelfe thus , not in 
vaunting or vaine bragging ſort, to ſhew thereby 
vaine glory,but to repreſle the arrogancie and pride 
of ft to whomhe chen wroteas contem- 
ning his office and Apoſtleſhip. This Apoſtle, I a 

to both theſe he nil ade wiſely > ſoſl 
cient remedy ; firſt, by; exhorting thoſe that weye 
Kronger, to intreat: thoſe with brotherly loue that 
were more. weake , leſt they ſhould by contemning 


them, . i A 
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them, diſcomfort and diſcourage them'in, or with- 
draw and ture them from the profeſſion of the Go- 
ſpell. Secondly, he giueth commaundement vato 
both , how they ſhould behaue themſelues one to- 
wards another : neither of them contemning or 
condemning the other,bur to vie a good conſcience 
one towards another , concerning the vſe of thoſe 
indifferent things, as the difference of meates, and - 
obſcruing of dayes. 

In the next - of adderh a new reaſon,drawne 
from the end , which both of them propoſed vnto 
themſelues , which was,to the honour of Chriſt, 
whichappeareth , as hee proueth by this, that both 
ofthem , the one in regarding, the other in not re- 
garding aday, did it vato'the Lord z and the one in 
cating, the other in-niot cating , did itlikewiſe vnto 
the Lord; that is, as if it had beene ſaid, Ytriqz Chri. 


ſto gratias agunt : both of them giue thankes to God: 
a ther 


eforc he concludeth thatargument; ſeeing 
theend of both is one, therefore for theſe indiffe- 
rent things, neither of them ſhould contemne or 
condemnethe other. Laſtly, ro come home to our 
Text, hee confirmeth that his reaſon, thus drawne 
from the end of both their a&ions,by another argu- 
ment, drawne from the common andgenerall end 
of the life of Chriſtians, which is wholly appointed 
and conſecrated for the manifeſtation of Gods glo- 
ry : and this hee amplifies againe by an euencon- 
ferring or comparing of two contraries : as when 
be ſaith, None of vs liveth nor dieth to himſelfe; bur 
living, weliue ; anddying, wee dye vntothe Lord. 
Laſt of all, he amplifies againe that compariſon of 


thoſe contraries, by an addition z wherein hee con- 
B cludeth, 
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cludeth, that all, both great and ſmall, both high 
and low, both rich and poore, both weake and 
rong,both inour life,and in our death, are in the 
power of God zand therefore ſaith, Whether we line, 
pr die, we are the. Lords.And thus of the Analyſis. 
Now, before I proceed tothe deduQtion of Do- 
Arines from theſe particulars; giue me leaue (I be- 
ſeech you) to ſtay alittle in the explication of two 
things in this my Text,moſt neceflary to be known : 
the one, what it isto live'ynto the Lord ; the other, 
whatirt is to die vnto the Lord, and wherein both 
_ of theſe _ To live vnto the Lord ( faith lear- 
ned dwurelins) is, Non propter noſmetipſos noftraque 
commoda, ſed Chriſto ws 0: rh val r 5a 
ſelucs,nor for our aduantage, but to Chriſt: and to 
live thus vnto the Lord, confiſteth in foure things, 
the firſt is,to recognize and acknowledge this our 
Lord Chriſt inour life ; namely, rhat weeare not 
- atour owne liberty and freedome, but ſeruantsvnro- 
Chriſt,and in ſubieQion vatorhe Lord: in fo much, 
that the end of our vocation and Redemprion,is, ro 
{rue rhe living God, as the Apoftle' wi 


x. Theſ.1.9. 3. Theſ.1.9,where be faith vato them, Te have tarned 


toGod from Idels,to ferue the liuing and true God - and 


2.Cor.6.19,20.jn x. Cor. 6. 19, 20. the ſame Apoſtle faith, Tee 


ere not your owne, for yee are bought mith 4 price, 
therefore glorifie God in your body, and wn your ſpirit, 
* which axe Gods. Secondly, to live vato the Lord, 

is, to order and ſubmit all our life and a&ions 
vnto his onely becke. For becauſe hee onely, 
out of the bottomleſie; depth of his owne bounty, 
reacheth vnto. vs whatſocuer gifts wee haue, whe- 
ther of the body, or the mind, whether of na- 


rure 
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ture,or of grace: for af things (as the Apoſtle wit- 
neſſeth Rom. 11.36.) are of God, through God, and Rom.11.36. 
For God: which place of the Apoſtle, is worthy a lit- 
tle tobeſtood vpon, becaule intheſe words is noted 
vato vs the Trinity of perſons, and their diſtiniue 
property of caufing.Firſt,he ſhewerh here,that God 
is the cauſe of all things,in a three-fold kind of cau- 
ſing. Secondly, hee ſhewethhow. Firſt, that God 
_ efficient cauſe,in reſpe& of his power, by 
which he crcated all things: ſecondly, that hee is 
the forming cauſe ofall things, in reſpec of his wiſ. 
dome, whereby he diſpoſed and diſtinguiſhed all 
things: thirdly, be is the finall cauſe of all things, 
in of his goodnefle, whereby hee reconciled 
all things vnto himſelfe, and doth fill preſerue and 
conſerue them, direing them vnto their proper 
ends: therefore when hee faith, 44}. things are of God, 
hee vnderftandeth the Father, to whom be- 
: when he faith, 44 rhings grethrough God, he 
- vnderftandeth the Sonne. that is, the wiſedome of 
the Father:when he faith, 4/1 :hings are for God, hee 
ynderftandeth the holy Ghoſt, who in reſpe& of 
clemency,is faid tobe the conſeruer, preſeruer,and 
dire&er of all things to the beſt. Thirdly,to liue vn- 
to the Lord, is to referre the whole courſe of our 
life to the extolling of Gods glory.as to the chiefeſt 
marke whereunto weaime: hee therefore that is of 
God,ought ro walke as Chriſt walked, 1. Ioh. 2.6. 1.1oh.z. 6 
that is, he muſt walke inthe ſteps of Chriſt, follow 
his vertues,and obſcrue his Lawes ; for he thar doth 
otherwiſe, doth. vainly take his name of Chriſt, and 
is called aChriftian, to his greater condemnation. 
Hence is tharof Chriſtin = Golſpell, ſaying, = 
2 ca 
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eallye me Maſter, Maiter, and doe not the things that 

I ſpeake? and in anotherplace, If 1 be 4 Father, where 

is my honour? if 1 be aMaſter where i my feare?Fourth- 

ly and laſtly;to liue vato the Lord, is, in all painful! 
labours,. and heauinefle of minde, inourmiſerics 

and carefull infelicities,to truſt in the Lord, as one 

that careth ſufficiently for them that are his people, 

as you may plainly ſee in Leuit. 26. from verl. 3.to 
Leu.26.3. verl.13.faying, If ye tru#t in me, and keepe my Com- 
a mandements, 1 will- giue you raine in due ſeaſon, 1. will 
Line you peace, d will __ your enemies, I will hauere- 

ſped? wnio youand Iwill walke among you, and 1 will bee 

your God,andyou ſhall be my people. And this iris to 

line vnto the Lord. Now,to dic vnto the Lord,faith 

Parers, the learned Pareus, 1dipſum eft quod vinere : it is the 
| fame as to liue vnto the Lord; and confiſteth in 
theſe three things : Euen in death to acknowledge 
himſelfe to bee the Lords; and therefore euen in 

death to pray to bleſſe, and to rehearſe the gracious 
benefits of God towardshim, as 1acob did, Gen. 48. 
Secondly,ro dye vnto the Lord, is, patiently co vn- 
dergoethe puniſhment of diſcaſes,yea and death ie 

ſelfe, from {ws hand of God, vndergoing thoſe eroſ@. | 

ſes with comfort, which the Lord ſhall. lay vpon 

him, which may be as LackaaloatturinGod 

may behold our faith and dependance vpon his pro- 
uidence, the world may ſee our patience, and our 
conſtancy ; ſo thathercby God may bee glorified,0- 

thers edified and inſtruced; and our ſclues hum- 

bled vnder thoſe his crofles,and fo ſecke with ſpeed 

to couer the ſpots of ourſinfull ſoules with vnfained 
repentance. Thirdly and laſtly , to die vato the 

' Loxd,jis, cuenindeata it ſclfc not to caſt aſide the | 
hope. 
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hope of life, through ſure truſt in God but conſi- - 
dering that God (as the Scripture teacherh) de- 
lightethnot in the death of his children: ratherto 
haue ſure confidence in God, that hee will reſtore - 
ſuchas are dead, from death, to life againe, accor- 
ding to that of the Apoſtle, 1. Thel. 4. 13, 14. Bre- r. Theſ, 4. 
thren, Iwould not hane you ignorant concerning them "3 14 
which are aſleepe, that ye ſorrow not as others which haue 
 nohope ; for if we beleeue that leſus dyed and roſe againe, 
euen ſo them alſo which ſleepe in leſus will God bring with 
him : and this it is toliue, and his it is todye vnto- 
the Lord. 0 terque quaterque beati nos, ſi fic vinamus 
Domino,ut eidem moriamur ;quonium fic Domino mo- 
rientes, Domino ſolummodo vinent-O three and foure- 
fold happy andbleſſed were we, if wee could fo liue 
vnto the Lord, that we might dye vnto the Lord, 
becauſe thoſe that ſo dye vnto the Lord, ſhall 
liucalone vnto the Lord. And _ ter contra mi- 
ſeri,ec. Of the contrary ſide, are three times 
miſerable.thar liue not thus vnto x Go Lord. For as 
manyasin their lives liuenot vnto God, they ſhall 
all paſſe away like .a ſhadow,-as a Poſt thatpaſſeth 
by and tarryeth nor, or asa Ship that rideth vpon 
the waues of the waters, which when it is gone by, 
the trace thereof cannot be found, nor hispath on 
the flouds is to be ſeene: or asa bird that fyeth in 
the ayre,andno man. can ſee any token of her paſe 
ſage, butheare onely the ow of her wings; beat- 
ing the winde,and parting the aire, where no token: 
of her way canafterward be found. 

But to comenow to the obſeruation of the doc-- 
trines contained in my Text: conſider, that it con-. 
taincth two principall poynts yp Dorine; the firſt: 


is, -- 


x1 Cor. 15. 46. 


Gal.2.20, 
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is, that none of the faithfull doe liue or die vnto 
themſelues, but vato God, The fecond,thar alland 
euery one of vs, both in our lives.and in our deaths, 
are euer, andalwayes in the power of God. Firſt, 
I ſay, that none of the faichfull doe line or die 
vnto themſclues, that is, to their owne glory and 
raiſe, but vnto the glory and praiſe of God. For 
— illuſtration of which firſt point, giue mee 
leaue to ſhew, that as thereare three kindes of life, 
ſo there is a three-fold death. Of life, I fay , there 
are three kindes: the firſtnaturall, the ſecond ſpiri- 
tuall, the third eternall. | 
Thefirſt , which is naturall, is, ef the body, in 
the vaion of the body and the foule: which muft 
firſt be borne of aan, before he can enioy the ſpiri- 
tuall. according to that of the Apoſtle, r.Cor.15.46. 
Thar is notfirſt,which-is ſpiritual, but thatwhich is 
naturall,and then that which is ſpirituall :foralbeir, 
man was, made to live through the benefit of the 
ſoule , yet.the ſoule is ſo bound, as it were to the 
grofſe body, that it ſhould doenothing, but by bo. 


_dilywftruments, or ar the leaſtby ſome mareriall 


meanes: and this is.called our narurall life , which 
we here etiioy, while we bere beare about vsourna- 
turall bodies. 

"The fecond kindeof life is ſpirituall, and hath re- 
ſpe& vnto. the ſoule,, in regard of the vnion of it 
with Godand Chriſt, whereby Chriſt is faid toliue 
in vs,according to thatofthe Apoſtle Pau/,Gal.2.20 
1 live, faith he, yet notl, but Chriſt liueth in mee ; and: 
the lifewhich 1now line inthe fieſhr, 1 line by thefaith of 
the Son of God, who loned me,and gaue himſelfe forme + 


which. is as much, as.if hee ſhould ſay; I liue nor. 
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groſly & carnally.as once did, ſubie&roallworld- 
ly deſires : or rather,[ liue not my ſelfe, which ofmy 
ſelfe am nothing bur carnall : but Chriſt liveth in 
me, who by his holy Spirit, athis heauenly will and 
pleaſure, guideth and gouerneth all my aions. 
The third kinde of life, is eternall,hauing reſpe& 
both to the body and the ſoule; which is tharlife 
eucrlaſting, whereby the Ele& of God doe live and 
raigne for euermore in the Kingdome of heauen, 
— wo grace of we Par ing to = of our 
oſtle Titus 3.7. Not 6y the workes of righteouſneſſe x; 
which we had =«g but according 10 $6. oe "IR 
ws, by the ming of Regeneration, and renewing of the 
holy Ghoſt, which he ſhed on 15 abundantly, through le. 
ſues Chriit our Sauiour , that beine mitified by his orace, 
_—_— be made heires according to the hope of eter- 
. MR theſe three kindes of life : the firſt, thar 
is, the naturall life, is common with the Eke&t vnto 
the very reprobates themſelues: the other two, the 
one ſpirituall, theother exemall, — and pe- 
culiar vnto the Elea. And now as there isa three. 
fold life, ſo there is alſo a three-fold death-:the one 
naturall; the ſecond fpirituall; and the third ecer- 
nall. The firſt, which is called natural, is properly 
death of the body, whenit isfep from the 
. and itiscalleda naturalldeath, worfor that 
itproperly proccedeth from nature, in asmuchas 
we know that it is an effe of finne : buritis called 
naturall , becauſe by the iuſtice of God it is, accors 
ding to the nature of man, corrupred; for, by one 
man.finne entred into the world', and death by ſm. 
The ſecond fort of death, is called fpirimall, which 


Rom.5.14. 
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is aſeparation of the ſoule from God; ſinne liuing 
and raigning ſtill in the hearts of ſuch wicked men, 
who are hereof ſaid to be dead inſinne. The third 
fort ofdeath., is called eternall death , which is an 
euerlaſting ſeparation from God and Chrift,to liue - 
with the diuell in eternall rorments : which kinde 
of life I calla death, becauſe it were better many 
thouſand times not to liueatall, in reſpe&tof them- 
ſclues, then to bee caſt headlong into ſuch endleſſe 
and remedileſſe miſeries,vnto which,all the miſcries 
and torments, which we can any wayes deuile to be 
inflicted vpon man in this world, being compared, 
are nothing to thoſe flames and torments, which 
the damned dying_this eternalldeath, ſhall endure 
in hell world without end. 

Now, as of the three ſorts of life , the naturall is 
common vnto the godly and the reprobate, but 
theſpirituall and erernall life, are onely proper and 
peculiar to the Ele& of God : So of the other ſide, 
among thoſe three ſortsof death, the two laft come 
not to the faithfull ones: but the firſt onely,which is 
the naturall death, is common to all þoth good and 
bad: inſomuch, that itisa true and nored leſidn, 
long ſince learned of cuery man,that It is appointed 
vnto all men, that they ſhall once dye ;as wellthe 
iuſt as the vniuſt; as well the beleeuer as the Infidell. 
This the Apoſtle Pas/dothplainly proue,in Rom.s, 
14. Death raigned:from Adam to Moſes, ener ouer 
them that had not ſinned, after the ſimilitude of Adams 
jranſereſgon. In which place the Apoſtle diuideth 
mankindeinto.two forts :thatis, into thoſe that ſin- 
ned after the fimilirude of 44ams tranſgreſfion, and 
choſethar ſinned not after his ſimilitude; affirming, 
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thatdeathraigned notonely ouer thoſe, but alſo o- 
uer them.Heereler me ſtand and ſhew you this dif- 
ference which will make the poynt moſt cleere. 
Some thereare that hold 44am: tranſgreſſion tobe 
the violating of that expreſſe Commandement, 
T hou ſhalt not eate of it : and fo affirme.that they doe 
ſinne after the ſimilitude of Adams tranſgrefiion, 
that doe tranſgreſſe onely againſt the expreſſe Law 
of God,and not thoſe that finne without the writ- 
ten Law : which opinion anſwereth.not to the 
meaning of the Apoſtle, whoſe purpoſe in theſe 
words is to teach, that euen before the Law death 
raignednot onely ouer thoſe, which by their pro. 
peractuall ſinnes did voluntarily ſtirre vp againſt 
themſclues the wrath of God.,as Adam: did,when he 
tranſgreſſed the Law of God by his aQuall diſobe- 
dience ,:bur that itraigned alſo ouer thoſe which 
acually could commir no finne, which, as the beft 
expoſitors expound,is to be vriderſtood of Infants, 

+thathaue no acuall ſinnes in them: Hence is that 
ſaying, 4b Adamo,mors ef tyrannus omnibus ex 4quo 
;{mperans : Euen from the time of 4dam (which muſt 
not be vnderſtood of. Adam in his integrity, but in 
the ſtate of corruption; for, Ante pecoatum ſolus reg- 
nabat Des: Before ſinne was,God did only raigne) 
death is a tyrant that raigneth ouer all: but now 
there are two principall raignes, the one of life, 
the other of tends: and yet in both theſe, both in 
life and death,we liue and dye not to our ſelues,but 
vnto God ; who both can, and will preſerue them 
thatliue,and reſtore to life them that are dead: he 
can (I ſay) becauſe hee is God omniporentr, the ſu- 
premeſt Lord, and general! — to whom —_ 

Cc 
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knee doth bow,of things in heauen, and things in 
earth :he willalſo, becauſe he hath choſen vs, and 
purchaſed ys witha price, not of pure gold, but of 
precious blood,to be his owne Inheritance. Hence 
is that of the holy Ghoſt, Ioh.1. He that beleencth in 
me,though he aye, yet ſhall he line, and whoſocner lineth 
and beleeueth in me,ſhall neuer dye. 

And'thus much bee fpoken of the firſt generall 
poyntof dodtrine,expreſled in the firſt part of my 
Text,where the Apoſtle faith, 1hether wee line, wee 
line unto the Lord ; and whether we die,ve die unto the 
Lord. Now the ſecond. 

The ſecond followerh, which is this, that all and 


' eucryoneof vsboth in our lives,and in our deaths, 


are cuer and alwayes inthe power of God. 1: x the 
Lord(faith the holy Ghoſt, 1. Sam. 2.9.) that keeperb 
the feet of his Saiuts : thefeet,that is, all their ations, 
all their counſels. all their ftudics and indeuours : 
all which,if God doe bur ance withdraw his fauour 


_ and his goodnefle from them, they by and by faile 


and peryh , as we ſec itofren commeth to paſſe by 
daily praQtice innarurall things :for as long as God 
doth youchſafe toconumunicate of his power yneo 
them,ſo long they doe continue and liue; but thar 
being taken away, they forthwith dye and periſh. 
True it is (I muſt notwithſtanding contefle) that 
God ſomerimes ſuffereth cuen thoſe that are his 
Saintson earth, to fall and ſlip into many finney 
teaching them thereby truly to vnderfland what 
their owne power is, and what, and how great is 
the corruption and deprauation of. the humane na- 
ture; to the intent that they ſhould not attribute 
any thing vato their owne powerand Arcageh New 

cr 
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ther doth God alwayes ptcſerue and defend euen 
thoſe that are his from cuery outward trouble and 
danger whereunto man is ſubic&, bnt often hee is 
pleaſed to try them with many and ſundry crofles 
and afflictions ; howbeit yer ſo, that heftill auerterh 
andturneth from thoſe that arehis.all ſuch noxious 
. and hurtful} croſſes, as might aboliſh or deſtroy 
inthem the hope of ſaluation, and life euerlaſting 
therefore is itthat the Prophet Dauid cryeth, fay- 
ing,Pfal.66.8,9. Bleſſed be the Lord, that holdeth out prl.66.8,9. 
fontes in life, and ſuffereth not our feet to be mourd, 
Where the Prophet faith, that God holdeth our 
foules in life : the tneaning is,as if he had ſaid, It is 
Godalone, who by his power in all our life time 
keeperh vs ſafe as vnder the ſhadow' of his wings, 
tharwse niightnor faine and periſhvnder the great 
burthen ofaffli&ion. For many arid great are the 
dangerous euils that hang ouer our heads conti- 
nually, whereby we may ſoone be brought to death, 
and periſh,ex6epr the Lord defend vs from them. 
Againe,where he faith, It is the Lord thar ſuffereth 
notour feertobemoued: itis as much as if he 
fid,God fo: comforteth and confirmeth thoſe th 
are bis, witty iis holy: Spirit, that while they line, 
they can with'patience endure aducrſities, and arc 
not ſo onercome with ſorrowes atd impatience, as 
once fo muctrto murrurce againſt God, or to for- 
ſake God, andſecke for remedy in diſtreſſe, by any 
other power or meanes, than T—_ and po- 
wer of God, Thus (I {ay) the life of Gods Saints on 
carth is cuer andalwayes in the power of God; and 
not theirliues onely, bur their deaths alſo: for (as

the Lords: for Godisand fill willbe Omega, as welt 
as Llpha,Reuel. 1.8. And hauing onee begun his 
ood worke in thoſe that arc his Saints, he will per- 
rme.it (faith the Apoſtle, Phil. 1.6.) euen till the 
Day of Ieſus Chriſt. Vpon which place Bullinger 
giueth this comfortable Comment, If the begin. 
nings and progreſſe be good, happy,and bleſſed, we 


may without wauering, in abſolute perſeuerance, 


 buildatlaſtvpona bleſſed end: as namely, thatar

' of God the fulneſſe of. their hope 


the Dav of Chriſt, by which the Apoſtle meancth 
the houre ofdeath Chriſti fidelibus & dexter,er pro- 
pitizes apparet, ſaith learned Sarcerivs, ihis Com- 
ment vypon the place: that is, Chriſt will then ſhew 
himſelte both mercifull and fauourable vnto his 
faithfull Ones: and nor onelyſo, but by the Day of 
Chriſt, is likewiſe vnderſtood the generall Day of 
Iudgement; vato which Day alſo,cuen from the 
day of death, the faithfull are in the power and go- 
vernmentof God, to whom hee vouchſafeth then 
alſo a progreſſe and increaſe vnto the Day of the 
reſurreion' of the fleſh: for though the faithfull 
Ones be by death deliuered from their bodies, and 
warre not any more with the concupiſcence of the 
fleſh; yet I hold.itno abſurdity to affirme, that they 
yet increaſe and goe forward, becauſe they haue not 
yetattainedto that height of felicity, and excellen- 
cy of glory, towhich-they ſtill hope to bee aduan- 


ccd; and thereforethrough hope doe ſtedfaſtly ſer 
their eyes toward the Dayof the laſt ReſurreQion, 


as totheir onely marke ; wherein ou ſhall receive 


; lory, and fo 
raigne with him'in blifſe for euer. And thus (I ſay) 


both in lifeand death the fairhfull are alwaycs ya 
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the power of God. And what ſhould the meditati- 

on and conſideration of thisgrear benefit and grace, 

but moue vs all with oneaccord tocry withthe A- 
poſtle, Rom. 8. Who ſhall ſeparate vs from the lone of 
Chriſf? Shall tribulation, diftreſſe , perſecution and 

fuch like? No: but be perſwaded that neither death, 

norlife,nor Angels,norprincipalitics, nor powers, 

nor things preſent, nor things to.come, ſhall be able 

to ſeparate vs from the loue of God, which is in 

Chriſt Tefus our Lord. \ 

And thus be it ſpoken of the two generall poynts - 
obferued in the Text: firft, thatnone ofthe faithfull 
doth liue or dye vnto themſelues, butvnto God. 
Secondly , thatall and euery one of them , both in 
life and death, are in the powerof God. Now ler 
me paſſe to my application,ro ſhew, according as I 
know it is expetted army-hands of all you thatare 
preſent, how both the lifeand death ofthis my ho- 
nored friend , concerning whom Icannot but with 
griefe of heart confeſſe , that I count irone. of the 
greateſt parts ofmy vnhappineſle, toſce theperiod 
and complement of his dayes expired ; toſhew (1 
fay againe ) how both thelife and death of this wor- 
ſhiptull,worſhipfully deſcended and religious Gen- 
tleman, was ſtill and alwayes not vnto himſclfe, bur 
vnto God.and how both in life and death he ſubmit- 
red himſelfe vato the power of God : which may 
beſt be done, by ſpeaking ſomewhat vnto you con- 
cerning the Gndified life, and bleſſed death of this 
worthy Saint z whom, becauſe the world was vn- 
worthy of, God hath taken tohis mercy, and tran- 
ſlated by death from alife ofmiſery, vato a King- 
dome as full mm and glory,as the os - 
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fall of light, and the Sea of waters : where he is now 
Gancified m the preſence of his God , with the ful- 
neſſe of ioy andpleaſures at his right hand for euer- 
more. 0 te felicem, ſi itbi mortustalis eſſet Preco, qua- 
lis Homerizs Achilli| O noble Wight, happy ſhould 
I deeme thee now to be, if as Achilles had, rhouhaſt 
ſucha Trumpeter of thy praiſe as Homer was! As for 
my ſelfe , the meaneſt often thouſand , vpon whom 
this taske is layd at this time by thine owne com- 
mand ; O how doe I deſire that my ſufficiency were 
anſwerable to my willingnes! O how do-I wiſhwith 

vlal.4ss, theProphet David, Plal, 45. 1. that Lhada 
as the penne ofa ready writer , that I might ſet our 
the of thy vertues, thy holy and thy honora- 
ble life, SF teouſnelle might be had in-an 
cucrhaſh ance-, and ſo ſhine in the 
Church of God.as a patterne to them-thar liuc, and 
an example for them to-imitate ! Burhow inluffici-

Vouchfafe therefore, I beſeech you all, to accepe 
and giue attention to this ſmall enſuing teſtimon 
of my great deſire: And by Gods aſſiſtance I wi 

Ha, fe bl. proceed , beginning with his happy birth, and end.- 
ſeddea, ing winh bis death. 

Firſt , concerning his Birth , as I have once al- 
ready teftified, he was worſhipfully borne;the Son 
andheireof a right worthy and indicious Counfel- 
ler, and the: fruire ofa vertnous Gentlewomans 
wombe ,who was as a fruitfull Vine vpon the walls 
othewhusbands houſe :by whom, as bleſſings from 
God;in.tokenof his loue , he bath hadan houſhold 
obmany fweet and beauttfall ſons and ers 40! 
fic round about bis talilogamiongſtwhom,this right

worthy Wight that now heere lyesh before our 


cyes,rcady tobe interred,was the firſt that God did 
ſend her as bleſſings of her wombe,of full nineteene 
that were borne vnto her. 


From his birth,I will deſcend vnco his education, 
he being achild indued by God with the beſt ofna- 
tures gifts (whichare necefſary to aprogrefſe and 
proceeding on in vertue by inſtruQion :) for as Plu- 
zarch teſtifieth , withour natures gifts ,-vertue can- 
not but have her manifold defects: for doerine 
and teaching , without the gifts ofnarure, is defe- 
Ruous z and nature without doArine, isalropether 
blind : bar this man, indued,as I ſayd with the beſt 
of natures gifts , as reaſon, vnderſtanding and fach 
like, being, by the carefull induſtry and painfull di- 
ligence ot his learned Maſter yet lining, taught and 
inſtructed in the rules ns —_—_ of the Latine 
and Greeke tongues, by his owne diligent exerciſe 
and pra&ice (a vercue, worthy of Ar Heprmar 
tion, eſpecially in yong Gentlemen) to the comfort 
ofhis parents,to the good of himſelfe,and the admi- 
ration of others , hee ſoone atrained vnto a large 
meaſure of vnderſtanding in thoſe beginnings of 
Arrs and learning. 

And being , by the care ofhis tender and louing 
parents,tran{laced ar lengthfromthe Country, vnto 
the moſt famous of Englands Yniuerfiries,Be placed zroad-gatesHall 
irr that ancient of houſes from which haue in 0xford. 
moſt famous members both of the Church and 
Commonwealth, in many ye now living in our 
Kingdome : being entered there by the carefull di- 
ligenggefhis parents, in whom there was, as there 
ought to be. in all , an cſpeciall care vnder —_ 
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they ſet theirchildren to be trayned vp,hewascom- 

- mitted vnto the charge and gouernment of a lear- 
ned,adiſcreetand religious Tutor,a man wel giuen, 
and ofright good nature , who was held amongſt 
them of that ſociety, to be as a ſecond Phoenix, that 
had the breeding and education of Achilles, vnder - 
whoſe gouernment,and by whoſe inſtruion in the 
ſpace of little more then three full yeers, he was not 
onely excellently inriched with the ſingular preg- 
nancy ofall the facultics,and wel ſtored withthe va- 
riety of the choyſeſt and profoundeſt learning: fuch 
as Logick,Rethorick, Natural Philoſophy,Ethicks, 
Oeconomicks, Politicks,Mathematicts, Metaphi- 
ſicks, and Diuinity.: in all which,to my knowledge, 
he was ſingularly and admirably well grounded, 
and that in ahigh degree of excellency and per- 
feQion : But inhis lifealſo, which he led in accom- 
panying there yong Gentlemen , now men of note 
and fame inEngland,heexprefled in hisaQions,not 
onely an abſolute pourtraiture of Ariſtetles morall 
vertues, but alſo in his life did ſhine as a patrerne to 
others ofhis ſociety, in the Diuine graces of faith, 
loue , zeale , ſincerity, ſpirituall wiſedome and all 
kind of duties making towards God and godlines, 
the continuance whereof all the dayes of his lite 
after (firſt, in his conuerſation at the Court, where 
he lived in loue and fauour, with many of great dig- 
nity , and honour in this Realme, and afterw 
here inthe Countrey amongſt vs) haue fittedhim 
for a bleſſed affociation with God, with the holy 
Angels and the bleſſed Saints, and haue now put 
. him intEthe poſſeſſion of cuerlaſting Happincſle. 
And this of his education. 4 
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Now ofhis life;of which I may truelyſay after theſe 
ſeuen yeeres inward familiarity with him , which 
he vouchſafed vnto me aboue ordinary meaſure, q 
was ſo louing,ſo ſweet, ſo comfortable, & ſo 
, ablea natured man, fo ſound,ſozealous,and fo reli. 
ious a Profeſſor of Chriſtianity ; and withall, ſo 
ure and faithfull a friend vnto his louers and fol- 
lowers; to ſpeake bur of my ſelfe for all : Thar a- 
mong many thouſands, Lam aſſured I ſhall neuer 
finde the like. | 
Bur in ſpeakirig of his life more particularly, I 
will firſt begin wi his loue to Godzand fo deſcend 
to his loue of men; Touching his Joue to God , he 
oe faichfull and {incere louer of God:,:and his 
Chriſh, 25a rethb by theſe markes &lym romes 
foll owing ſt, he got the world and all the 
luſtsand: pleaſures thereof, as vaniticsand baſe: for 
asthe Apoſtle faith,, 1.lohn 2.15; He wo lageth the 
WES eloueaf the Father i not in hin ' 
was ſo inwardly-1 med with a" 
ph nie Dy and eſtimation of God, aboue all 
mop he e accounted Gods louing kindnefle 
: tter then his life ; and whenany token 
= ine of Gods: loue and fauour was.ſhewneto- 
wards him, hee alwaics eſteemed it as his greateſt | 
0; , and war abwajes ready to magnifie the merits 
z/in-remembrance of his firs towards 
him. Thirdly, & there was inhis heart ſicha dereſta- 
tion of linneand wickednefle , that he hated finne, 
beeapſe God hated it; and he hared ſinners, becauſe 
God.; and was alwaies carefullco do the 
| hn br God, audto leaſe himina winger of of 


hare, 2 .£0.doe-or Me any. thing for 
viowo! Fourthly, 


Fourthly , tice HMIhis er6ſts, roubles., and Hf. 
contentrents, Whichwere mariy and often, Feet. 
ly comforting himſelfe in God, onelyranne'vnito 
him,makinghim his defence , his rocke, his refuge, 
in all his rroubles : often repeating, which I have 
heard , that 'conifortable place of the Prophetiin 
diſtreſfe : any ave the troubles of the yighteous, biit 
the Lord deliuereth ther wit of all. And atenot theſe. 
with many ſuch that T-could recite, moſt 'euidetic 
tokens of his loue to God in the courſe of his life, 
while helived among vs ? | 

Touching thefecondpart., which is his lone to 
men, I muſtfirſt begin with his owne , and thar alſo 
firſt in his ſingle life: Ableſſed Sonne was he'vnto 
His parents-,happy tn this, that/they had in him 4 
Sonne thar moft Yitriftilly Hid Honour them , in all 
obedience ,'renetrence and loue. Secondly, inthe 
ſtate of Wedlock, being after many yeers of affe&i- 
on,loue andliking betweene both parrties,matched 
ar laſt to their'iayes and comforts, wnto a right 
worthy, vertuous and 'religious Gentlewomati,, a 
branch deſcended from a right Wotſhipfult an 
ancient Fatnily: Such wiis'the' ſimpathy of thelr 
affeQions,thar theirheattswere fo truely and fixed- 

ſerinloue one toward the other , tharftill andall 

is while they borh liued ,theſightof the onewas 
the chiefeſtpleaſhte.of the others eye ,'both their 
thoughts feaſting theinſclues with-deareft appre- 
-henſion eachon other;; ſuch was his'loue to her, 
and hers to him, inthe ſtate of Wedlock,, in which 
eſtate, ſoone after 'twelue 'moneths comfortable 
comfort, God bleſſed 'them with-the blefling of a 
ruitfull wombe{forto them was ——_— 
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louely daughter , to whom, as. toa branch procce- 
ding from his loynes, andasa memberot himſeife, 
his loue was moſt tender, andhis affe&ion deare : 
and her + noe un 9m y mo org res her 
ts being but an Infant, ſu t they ſtill 
<ſenind her asa ſpeciall bleſſing, and-a nviens 
lewell ſent of God: this my ſelfe, beſides many o- 
thers that were eye-witneſſes of what I ſpeake to 
px cares, can iuſtly reſtific. As for his tender and 
ouely loue, and his naturall and Chriſtian-like af- 
fe&ion to his brethren , ſiſters , and kinsfolkes , I 
need ſay nothing, the world of this is a ſufficicot tes 
mony,and themſelues,if they.will confeſſe the truth, 
will 4 ſufficicntwitneſſes. Thus much for his owne; 
& his loue tothem. As touching his loue toothers, 
Iwill firſt begin with the Houſe of God, though he 
haue not for theſe latter times, by reaſon of his lin. 
gering infirmities , and dangerous deſeafes, where- 
of I haue beene too often too true ateſtimony , ſo 
diligently frequented the publike exerciſes of Reli. 
gion, as he deſired; and that with extraordinary 
zeale: yetthat his loue was to Reiigion and reli- 
gious men, appearethby his extraordinary fauour 
and affe&ion to the Miniſters of the Goſpell , 
not to ſpeake of all that haue had a full experience 
of this in themſclues , let my peculiar teſtimony be 
asa witneſſe of the reſt , who being but the meaneſt 
of Gods meſſengers, haue recciued from him many 
great andſpeciall encouragments in the courſe of 
my ſtudies. 

Firſt , by his countenanceas, many witnefles can 
reſtifie,if I ſhould be ſilent; and ſecondly, by his li- 
berality,in that tohis great coſt,of his own accord, 
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moued(queſtionleſſe)thereunto by the Spiric of 
God for the aduancement of his glory, hee vouch- 
fafed roprocurevnto me the proper vic and bene. 
fit of thatwelLfurniſhed and coſtiy Library of the 
Reuerend and famous Door late cas” #4 who 
by a happy match was joyned in wedlock vnto the 
worthieſt of his worthy ſiſters; who is (as I may 
ſay) A-Mary by name,.anda Mary by condition, 
for thar tniind hath dealt fo bitterly with her, in 
depriuing her, within theſpace of two yeeres, of a 
louely father,a faithfull husband,and a friendly bro- 
ther. 

Secondly, as forhis louc to other perſons of o- 
ther callings,his Tenants and others among whom 
he liued;and to whom he was well knowne : how he 
lived among them in loue, in peace, in meekneſle, I 
need not to report, ſeeing all the Countrey round 
cannot but with one conſent confefſe and acknow. 
ledge, thathe wasa man worthy of great commen- 
dations, anda rare patterne for men of his ranke 
and faſhion to looke vpon. 

Thirdly, for his charity and lJoue toward the 
poore, many ofthem being herepreſent,can teſtifie, 
that in theirneceflitics he was to them more like a 
father than a friend : a man that was cuer open- 
handed inany good caule, eſpecially to the reliefs 
of ſuch whom he knew to be in neceſſity and want. I 
ſpeake but what I know, hauing a long time had my 
being here where his Worſhip had his dwelling : 
and beſides my priuate teſtimony, his Liberality at 
the laſt Feaſt of Chriſts Natiuity,and his Legacy 
aow athis death,of twenty pound,to the vie and be- 
nefit of the poore, and this Pariſh,are ſufficicnt te- 
ſtimonies

ſtimonies of the ſame. 

Laſtof all, as concerning his loue to thoſe tha 
were his (as is ſaid) enemies, and aduerfaries of his 
ſtate and fortunes, hauing recciued eſpeciall com- 
mandementfrom his.owne mouth, I cannot but ſay 
ſomething. ConfeſſeI muſt that loth I am to ſpeake 
roo much, and yet his owne requeſt (no lefſe tome 
than a command) compelleth me to ſpeakea little, 
becauſeT heard him ſay ſo much. There are, faith 
hee, that (tomy thinking) by ſiniſter courſes, vpon 
fuppoſed grounds,cndeuour to arme themſclues a- 
gainſtme, and my ſtate, but in the meane while, 
God knowes my heart,how willing I haue ſtill been 
to liue with them in peace, without reuenge :and 
hereupon hee made this compariſon, in my vnder- 
ſtanding moſt fitting ro-his former words : My hart 
(faith he) reſemblech the vpper part of the world, 
which you know (faith hee) is alwayes cleete and 
bright of irſelfe, though the ayre below bee neuer 
ſo much diſtempered with ſtormes and thunders : 
Sol (quoth he) I thanke my God, notwithſtanding 
theſe things, haue till apatientmind;[ am ftillcon- 
rented,and my heart remaining ſtill ioytull inthe 
| Lord, [ſtand reſolued inall things to yeeld vp my 

ſelfe in holy obedience tothe will of God.And thus 
(ſitting-then with my ſelfe alone in the Poreh of 
this Temple wherin we are)I ſhall intreat you when 
youſhall ſtand to preach my Funeral Serm61n this 
Church,whereT intend to lye when: God ſhall call 
me,ſaith he,to deliver and teſtifie theſe things vnto 
the world both of me. and from mee. By this that 
hath been ſaid, you may then plainly ſee, that the 
life of this good man was not vnro himſelte, bur vn- 
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to God. If we line, wee liue wnto: the Lord. Laſtly, to 
ſpcake of his death, I muſt begin with ſickneſſe, 
which was tohim,& is to al,the meſſenger of death, 
I muſt confeſle that hee was. but a young man for 
yeeres,yethauing, been long viſited with exceeding 
fi £,hehath long waited (as it were) for his ex- 
changing time; and for that cauſe, as I know, and 
as others whom he loued,can teſtific,hee did daily 
exerciſe himſelfe in the. meditation of mortality, 
and.in time of cafe,caredto ſethishouſe in order,to 
the intent that if ſickneſke chould come ſuddenly,he 
might bee free from worldly cares, and fo more 
cheerfully prepare himſelfe ro God ; for this cauſe, 
for the ſpace well-nye of two yeers paſt,as I can re- 
member,he hath had his Teſtament alwayes ready : 
So that being now art laſt ſuddenly arreſted with 
the meſſenger of death, all the whiles hee lay in the 
mercyes of God vponhis death-bed,to the comfort 
of all thoſe that ſaw and heard him,hee alwayes cal- 
led vpon the Name of Chriſt, yea, as often as hee 
recciued any Phiſicall help (for no meanes was neg- 
le&ed for his preferuation and life, if God would) 
he neuer receiued any ayde,but he prayed vnto God 
to giue ita bleſſing; and when heſpake tonone, hee 
would yer lift vp his eyes, in token of lifting his 
heart to God; and the Sacrament of the body and 
blood of Chriſt hereceiued inhis extremities moſt 
——_— ROO: And art laſt, in a great 
conflit,he gota glorious victory, and ſhortly after, 
in peace _ 00%. "4 ab ns his ſpirit hows the 
handsof God. Thus he that was in his life religious, 
in his ſickneſſe comfortable, and in his death moſt 
bleſſed, by dying to the Lord, is gone to God, and 


now 
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now enioyes the bleſſednefle of heauen : in the 
fruition whereof let vs leaue him now to dwell for 
euer ; and ſtrive and endeuour in our lives to imi- 
rate his vertues, that we, as he hath done, may dye 
atlaſt the death of the righteous, and that ourlaſt 
ends may belike his,and that we _ fellow. 
hcires, as hee was, of the fame inheritance 
with Icſus Chriſt. To whom with the Fa- 
ther, and the holy Ghoſt, bee all 
| honour andglorynow 
and forcuer.
